TWO GRAU STARK GAMES SUSPENDED " " ' 

As was anticipated in the last issue., 
a Canadian postal strike began on Monday 
20 October. The United States Postal 
"Service" promptly placed an. embargo on 
mail addressed to Canada. This affects 
Tom Kissner, playing Russia in 1.971+IAj 
and Laurence Gillespie, playing Germany ' 
in 1975Q. Their copies of GRAU STARK #336, 
were mailed two days before the embargo, 
and have not come back, so presumably 
they are now lying in Canadian post offi- 
ces. As soon as the embargo is lifted, I 
plan to write them to see If '#336 -reached 
them. 

In the meantime, play is suspended in 
these games. The new deadline will be 
noon of the fourth Saturday after the em- 
bargo is lifted, even if. that date is not 
a regular GRAUSTARK publication date.
